In Becky's absence, | reviewed the validated VI data for Cabo Rojo. The final results didn't change between the unvalidated and validated, so her initial assessment that there wasn't an issue still stands (not sure if you saw that). As was found last year, PCE and
TCE concentrations in the subslab beneath the Santa Maria Head Start (sample location EQP) remain high (3500 ug/m3 for PCE and 110 ug/m3 for TCE are the highest). However, the indoor air remains below leveis of concern. The school is scheduled to move to a
new building shortly (sample location RC). The subslab at the new building shows nothing of concern. The other Head Start that was sampled (Santa Rita, sample location SRHS) also shows nothing of concern in the subslab or indoor air. My recommendation would
be to base future subslab sampling at the (soon to be former) Santa Maria space on whatever moves in there. If it remains vacant, then there would be no need to do regular sampling. If it becomes occupied, we may need to monitor the subslab on some sort of
regular basis (annually, semi-annually?). Denise is looking into what the future use of the space will be
